Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
The rejection under 101 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, while 
being enabling for loans it does not reasonably provide enablement for other types of assets. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Claims 1-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, while 
being enabling for cluster analysis statistical inferring techniques, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for other types of statistical techniques. The specification does not enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-33 are ejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
The step of "at least one" of fully underwriting each asset individually included within the first valuation 
portion of the asset portfolio, and grouping and underwriting a sample of assets included within the first 
valuation portion of the asset portfolio. It is not clear what step this is further limiting, nor is it clear 
whether the step of fully underwriting each asset is being claimed and if it is what it includes. 



Clarification is requested. 
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In the computing step, the algorithm for computing a asset value from (hypothetical ly?) underwriting 
each asset is vague and indefinite. 

Claims 1-33 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, and 2nd paragraphs, set forth in this Office action.
